Applicant's claimed invention distinguishes over the prior art for the following reasons. 
The claims are allowable over the prior art of record and in view of applicant's arguments 
because none of the references, either alone or in combination, discloses or renders obvious for 
data processing by executing a security program routine initially stored in an irreversibly blocked 
protected part of memory upon start-up. 

Examiner has discussed with applicant's representative the new prior art reference by 
Hait, US 5,630,057 in view of Gilberg et al [US 5, 083, 293] which requires two computer 
processing unit [CPU] as shown in fig. 3 which complicates a Gilberg et al.'s simple system to 
replace the executive memory which stores security controlling program can be accessed by 
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turning on by executing a specific command from ICM based CPU [col. 8, lines 48-61] with 
Gilberg et al.'s irreversibly blocked memory.
